THE CORDLESS TELEPHONE 
K2JuF 


As if we didn't have enough RFI problems, CORDLESS SELETHONES are 
now becoming a popular "play-toy" ror many ot our citizens. Just what are 
"Cordless Telephones?" 

A minimum cordless telephone system consists of a frixed~location 
base station tnat connects to poth tne aC line and stanaara telephone line, 
plus a battery-powered portabie remote phone. most coraiess phones have about 
the same operating range, averaging 300 to 400 feet. ‘ithe frequencies most 
otten usea today are 1./ ana uy MHz (to put it more in the Amateur radio 
operator's terms). 


‘tne base station is a transceiver which operates off of house voltage 
and is connectea into your telephone line via the standard telephone four-pin 
piug. the remote unit is & battery operated "HanceHela.” 


‘rne least expensive units work simplex on 49 MHz, and some may 
originate calls while others “answer only." ‘the more expensive units can become 
quite elaborate. ‘they are duplex (working 1.//49 MHz), have contained ringing 
(buzzer), and may originate and answer telephone calls; also, they may be used as 
an intercom. ror an analogy, tne IU-cAll Hana-Held approaches the idea. 


‘there are at present seven major suppiiers o1 these units with 
Xadio Shack being one of the top three suppliers. whe input sensitivity of the 
base station approaches 0.5 microvolts and is as "Wis AS A bAKN LOUK." What 
does this mean to you? if you are going to be one of the lucky ones who live 
next to, within 500 feet, of a person who owns one of these units, ana you have 
the capability of 2b watts or more on 6 ana 2 meters, and or 1UO watts or more 
on 1.8 to 30 Nhz....Good luck! 


ITEMS Or INTEREST DEP. (tw ‘10 nE2M) 

New BOViCce Licenses were up 16.9 percent itn Uctober compared to last 
year's figures, continuing a trend that began in early summer, Total of all 
Classes was 304,547 at tne end of October, up more than 5 percent over year ago 
figures. ‘totals by class are now: Novice, 71,659; Technician, 72,018; 

General, 124,174; Advanced, 88,556 and Extra, 26,1hh. 

CB is continuing to drop, witn fewer than 18 percent of the present 
licensees bothering to renew. Fewer than 63,02 applications were received in 
Uctober, when 269,245 licenses expired and only 27,37 new licenses were added.
